Need For Industry 


Mr. Shores stated: ‘‘We need 
industry very badly in Up- 
land.”” Our tax rate is quite 
high, and there is no industry 
to support it. The school taxes 
are important. 

He also said Upland needs 
a new brochure; that a mem- 
bership drive is needed to in- 
clude 156 firms who do not 
now belong. 

The newly re-elected presi- 
dent praised the City Council 
for its promise of cooperation 
in bringing industry to Upland. 

“They were. 1,000 per cent 
for us and are behind us now,” 
he said, 

The aims of the Chamber 
are to get industry increase 
sales, and decrease taxes. Mr. 
Shores asked for suggestions 
either in the mail or in per- 
son, and invited anyone inter- 
ested to attend the Chamber’s 
early morning breakfasts. 


Annual Office Business 


The chamber also moved its 
offices to a more handy loca- 
tion near the city hall during 
the year, which will serve new- 
comers and visitors to better 
advantage. 

During the past fiscal year, 
the chamber handed out 3896 
pieces of literature, handled 
116 different research projects, 
had 5801 individual office calls, 
4175 incoming telephone calls, 
2595 outgoing telephone calls, 
received 5309 pieces of mail, 
sent out 5981 pieces of mail, 
distributed 2616 maps—bro- 
chures, 93 motor vehicle code 
books, 2743 income tax forms, 
and had 734 vote registra- 
tions,
